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Summary 

The gap between FSM pupil attainment and Non FSM pupil attainment shows Shropshire as performing similar to both the Statistical Neighbour and England 
averages, in contrast the attainment of FSM and Non FSM pupils has been higher than both comparators in each of the last 4 years. The 3 year average results a ls< 
show that Shropshire's attainment for both pupil groups is above the average for SN and England and is only bettered by Dorset's FSM and Non FSM performance.

3 Year Average (2009-11) Comparison - GAP, FSM & Non FSM Attainment 
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Summary 

The gap between FSM pupil attainment and Non FSM pupil attainment in 2010 is the same as in 2008 with both the FSM and Non FSM 
attainment improving at the same rate. The SN and England averages have both decreased over the same period with the SN average 
attainment for both pupil cohorts being below Shropshire. The 3 year average results also show that Shropshire's attainment is above 
the average for SN for Non FSM pupils but below the average for FSM (this is due to the low attainment by the FSM cohort in 2009).

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Summary 

The gap between FSM pupil attainment and Non FSM pupil attainment shows Shropshire as performing worse than both the Statistical Neighbour and 
England averages, in contrast the attainment of FSM pupils has been higher or similar to the SN average in each of the last 4 years and better then the 
England average in 2 of the last four years while the Non FSM attainment has been higher than both in each of the last four years. The 3 year average 
results also show that Shropshire's attainment for both pupil groups is above the average for SN and England.

Shropshire's FSM / Non FSM attainment gap has decreased from 31 in 2006 to 
20 in 2010 and is now below the SN average and the same as the England 
average. The Shropshire gap has decreased by 11 percentage points (ppts) in 
the same period, a better rate compared to a reduction of 6 ppts for SN and 7 
ppts for England.

Shropshire's FSM / Non FSM attainment gap has decreased from 35 in 2006 to 
24 in 2010 and is below the SN average and the same as the England average. 
The Shropshire gap has decreased by 11 percentage points (ppts) in the same 
period, a better rate compared to a reduction of 1 ppts for SN and 2 ppts for 
England. 



Summary 

Shropshire's proportion of 19 year olds qualified to Level 2 at 19 has increased at both FSM and Non FSM with 
the FSM cohorts increasing their attainment each year at a higher rate than the Non FSM which in turn shows the 
gap as decreasing. This is also the case with the proportion of 19 year olds qualified to Level 3 at 19, the FSM 
attainment is increasing at a better rate than the Non FSM which in turn shows a reduced gap. Pupil attainment 
at FSM and Non FSM at both L2 and L3 is above or the same to SN and England averages with the attainments 
gaps also being better or the same.
